WASHINGTON— Although the 
Panay incident has subsided, it 
would be a mistake to think that 
the Administration is going to take 
its ey es off the Far East. Just the 
opposite is the case. 
American 
forces in Chinese waters will not 
be diminished, may be increased 
a little—though not enough to at­ 
tract attention. 
Real fact is that the Administra­ 
tion welcomed a chance to put 
Japan in her place. 
There were 
even those within the Administra­

It is a tortuous story but 
an important one. 
British Taiks 
At the very start of the Shang­

he took then was that the Shang­ 
hai fighting was not a temporary 
matter, but a part of the entire 
Japanese program of conquering 
China. 
He maintained that the United 
.States had to adopt a policy , not 
for a few months or a y ear, but 
for ten or twenty or fifty y ears 
when Japan, with tremendous re­ 
serves of cheap labor and raw 
materials in China, had become 
the greatest industrial empire in 
the world. 
In this, Secretary Hull and the 
President saw ey e to ey e. 
In fact 
the President had had talks with 
ex-Secretary Stimson along the 
same line and had started an in­ 
tensive naval program partly in 
preparation for this eventuality . 
One of the things he had in mind 
was Italian and German penetra­ 
tion of South America, simultane­ 
ous with Japanese peneration of 
China and the South Pacific. 
Strategy Against J apan 
As a result of these conversa­ 
tions the Navy last summer work­ 
ed out a careful strategy to be 
used against Japan.

That plan was extremely im­ 
portant.

It gets the victim.s 
out of the hosp ital, the associa­ 
tion was told, faster than any 
other remedy. 
It is a by-p roduct of discovery 
of a new 
p rincip le 
of 
tissue 
growth found at the Institution 
Divi Thomae, of Cincinnati. Tht 
discoveries were made by Georg« 
Sp erry Sp erti, 
John R. 
Loof- 
bourow, John C. Fardon, Andre 
Cueto and Elton Cook. 
I h e burn 
remedy is one of 
several seemingly miraculous ef­ 
fects on grow'th, and the only 
one which has been ap p lied to 
human beings. The treatment for 
burns has been tried for about a 
year at St. Mary’s hosp ital in 
Cincinnati. 
Method o f Prepa ra tio n 
To p rep are the chemical yeast 
is mixed with a salt solution and 
subjected 
to 
lethal 
ultra-violet 
rays. 
The 
yeast 
cells

killed immediately, but are in­ 
jured continuously for at least an 
hour. 
Then the liquid is filtered off 
and contains the new chemical. 
The chemical is non-living, be- 
cau.se if the yeast liquid is boil­ 
ed. the vap or collected from it 
still contains the healing p rin­ 
cip le. 
Evidence that here is a new’’ 
p rincip le of nature is found in 
the fact that not only yeast, but 
other living cells, if injured long 
enough w'ill manufacture growth 
stimulating 
chemicals. 
Each 
chemical is different, with p ower 
to cause rap id growth of new 
cells of the same kind that were 
destroyed. 
Thus witii an extract from in­ 
jured liver ceils, the cincinnatans 
caused a bit of liver in a test 
tube to grow new cells. This kind 
of

scientific feat. No tests have been 
made to find out whether such 
an extract could be used in the 
living body to cause a p artly de­ 
stroyed liver to rep lace itself.
